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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Applicants Attorney (Mr. John F. Vodopia, Reg No. 36,299), on September 21, 
2005, without traverse. 

3. The application has amended as follows:

Claim 18, line 1, insert stored on a computer readable medium - after 
limitation "computer program".

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .114. Applicant's submission filed on 

1 1/17/2003 has been entered. 

6. Based on applicant's amendment, filed July 1 1 , 2005, see page 5, of the 
remarks, with respect to amended claims 1-9 and 17-18, have been fully considered 
and are persuasive and upon further consideration the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection there 
of is withdrawn. 

7. Claims 1-9 and 17-18 are allowable. The claims will be renumbered as 1-11. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The instant invention generally relates to a device for forming image, which is 
composed of a plurality of sub-areas, with detector. 

The closest prior art of Diepstraten does not disclose or suggest, among other 
things, a Flat, dynamic X-ray detector which includes a plurality of sensor elements 
arranged in groups for forming a plurality of sub-area of the image and read-out units 
associated with the sub-areas to evaluate and correct of images that contain defects. 

These key features in combination with all of the other features of the claimed 
invention are neither taught nor suggested by Diepstraten. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
